Flogging. 

ACCORDING to the Jerusalem Correspondent of the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, the Palestine Government has rejected a 
demand made for the abolition of flogging in the prisons there, and 
refuses to differentiate prison treatment in the case of political 
offenders. This decision may Kave been come to as an inducement 
to Jews to settle in Palestine and otherwise help in building up the 
land. There is no plumbing the depths of the average Govern- 
ment official's mentality. The importance of the purpose to which 
we allude is of the greatest, but surely in its pursuit some regard 
to the normal decencies of civilised life should be had. Moreover, 
the moral deterioration that is bound to result from recourse to 
this practice is by no means confined to those upon whom it ig 
inflicted. Those who order resort to it suffer severely, though, 
perhaps unhappily, not physically. It is a penalty which Palestine 
has inherited from Turkish rule, and that alone is almost sufficient 
to condemn it. In this country flogging is a sentence reserved 
for crimes of personal violence, and even so is iooked upon 
with much disfavour by many who doubt its deterrency and 
believe that it tends to harden, because embitters, offenders. 
In Palestine political offenders are subjected to it and that means 
most frequently those who in this or any other properly-ordered 
country would be deemed innocent of any offence against law or 
order. It is so easy to convince oneself that political opinions 
with which one is not in sympathy are of dire danger to the State. 
It is easier still for officials to trump up a charge of the nature 
against those to whom for any reason they are unsympathetic. The 
Leader of the Zionist Movement is just now also engaged in a 
flogging operation in respect to the proposed Jewish Agency. But 
it will most probably be found that his objective is a dead horse. 
And he might find time to represent to the Government something 
of the indignation we know he must feel about the flogging of 
human beings because their politics do not precisely align with the 
official standard. Closely allied to this abominable flogging busi- 
ness is the policy of Deportation pursued by the Palestine Govern- 
ment, also because of the political opinions of the victims, We 
thought that even the Churchill Memorandum conceded that 
Jews were entitled to entex Palesting ag by right. It 
follows thai they have the right to live there, and do 
not sacrifice if because their views on political matterg 
are not what some of us wish they were, Indeod- we goriously

Banning Jews. 


NoT many Jewish ex-Service men, we imagine, feel it an 
altogether intolerable disability to be banned from “Toc H.” an 
excellent organisation the object of which is “to preserve 
among ex-Service men and to implant: and preserve in others 
and transmit to future generations the traditions of Christian 
fellowship and service manifested by all ranks of the British Army 
en active service during the Great War.” Those are the precise 
terms of the claim which the organisation makes upon public 
support in its Charter of Incorporation. On the other hand, 
“Toc H.” will have none within its ranks but credal Christians, its 
founder the Rey. P. B. CLAYTON, contending that not alone was the 
organisation “born at the altar of the Church of England,” but 
that it is “rooted and grounded in the trath of the Incarnation.” 
Quite consistently the services of a Unitarian padre were refused, 
and we should hence be inclined to advise Jews to leave “ Toc H” 
alone till those responsible for it take a somewhat less narrow 
view of the position the organisation should fill. None the 
less we quite understand the sentiments of Mr. Rupoirn B. 
Burnay, who served in the East, and who has engaged Mr. CLAYTON 
quite unsuccessfully in a correspondence _ protesting against the 
éxclusion of Jews from membership of the organisation. It scems 
to us that everything depends upon the meaning, in the clause we 
have quoted, of “ Christian fellowship and service,” and one inter- 
pretation of those words that must be utterly untenable is that 
they in any way involve belief in the doctrine of the Incarnation. 
We should have thought that a true Christian would insist that 
“ Christian fellowship and service” were far apart from, and above, 
any creed as he viewed them, and are capable of being practised by 
the good of any faith or none, If, too, the words are to be rigidly 
restricted to theit war implication, for what reason are Jowe 
banned?

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Here and 


By Mentor. 


EFERENCE has already been made in this column to the 
preference shown for inviting Christian ladies to take a 
leading part in Jewish functions. It is only right to note 
that Zionists are not alone in ignoring the fact that there 

are those belonging to our people who are just as capable of taking 
such places, and are just as worthy, to say nothing of their being 
more fitting for the purpose. The other day a distribution of 
prizes was held in connection with one of our best known Jewish 
schools and a Christian lady was chosen to do the honours. Why? 
Do those responsible imagine that this is the way to induce an 
interest in Communal affairs inour Community ? Dothey not think 
that Jewish women in the Metropolis have suffered a sufficiently 
sharp snub recently at the hands of the Cave-men of the United 
Synagogue, so that it was necessary to inflict this one? Or is the 
inferiority complex working so violently with them, that being them- 
selves Jews, they think there is some special virtue in a non-Jewess 
as a prize distributor ? They had their réward, and so did the 
Community at large, in the adjuration the good lady ventured 
concerning Jerusalem. To her of course that city has a totally 
different appeal than it has to Jews, and she said so. ButI cannot 
think her words, so sincere and so well-meant, added greatly to the 
Jewish education of the children attending the schools, or for 
that matter to the Jewish inspiration of those who attended the 


prize-giving. 
At: 1. Gonference held in London last week, I observe a refercnce 
was made by more than one speaker to the Child’s idea of 
God, or rather the idea of God which the average child has implanted 
into it. The Headmaster of Cheltenham College said that children 
should be taught from the New Testament and not from the Old, 
“If achild is given the Old Testament idea of God,” he contended, 
“ by the time he reaches the critical age of fifteen or sixteen, he 
will be inclined to refute the whole of the Scriptural teachings.” 
That seems to me to be pernicious nonsense in view of the fact 
that millions upon millions of children have been taught to know 
and understand the Old Testament without the dire consequences 
mentioned by Mr. Hardy, while Jews whose Biblical pabulum has so 
rigidly excluded the New Testament, are still, taking them all in all, 
the most religiously-minded people on Earth and are still, what 
Heine called them, a God-intoxicated folk. What specially 
seemed to trouble the worthy gentleman was the story of Jonah, 
“If,” he said, “a child thinks we believe in the story of Jonah 
and the whale, his whole faith in all our teachings is undermined.” 


It is curious and interesting as well to find this Head- 
master selecting for particular animadversion the very “story” 
which we Jews think so much of, that we _ reserve its 
narration for the most solemn occasion in all the Jewish year. I 
am pleased to note, however, that he did so; because it is no small 
proof that an ignorance of soul must be held to account for Mr, 
Hardy's deliverance. As I have so often and only recently ventured 
to show, everything depends upon the spirit in which the Bible is 
read, and no better instance—I chose it a few weeks ago when 
dealing with the topic myself—could be found. than the “ story” 
about which the Cheltenham Head-master is so afraid. For there 
is no reason why a child should not be told that the “story” of 
Jonah, although mere allegory as regards the events or happenings 
it tells, contains also one of the most splendid lessons, brimful with 
the finest of ethical teaching, that is to be found anywhere in the 
Bible, even if - we include in that denomination the New Testament, 
I believe it were possible to educate a child ethically oh the Book 
of Jonah only, and that the child might—so far as its ethical sense 
is concerned—become a better Jew or a better Christian (as the 
case might be) than another child into whom all the rest of the 
Scriptures of both Testaments had been poured. Everything 
depends upon the chiid's teacher and the manner of the teaching it 
receives. 


None the less, there is much to ponder over anent the 
subject alluded to at the conference to which I refer. The 
Vicar of Leeds, for instance, gave an example of what the 
child thought of God by showing how children had answered 
when they had been asked whether, if they did wrong, God 
God would punish them. One child said that “ God would make me 
have an accident,” while another declared: “ God would punish me, 
and if He could not do it Himself He might get someone else to do 
it. If [made up my mind to go to the pictures,” the child continued, 
“He would put it into the minds of my parents not to let me go.” 
Indeed, declared the Vicar, he had been through some five hundred 
answers to the question, and “very few could be called Christian 
answers.” But, dear me, dear me, is there not a beautiful adjuration 
to be found somewhere in the New Testament which bids men look 


— 


to the beam in their own eyes before they examine the mote in the 
eyes of their neighbours. And I would respectfully ask the good 
Vicar whether he is obedient to this teaching when he arraigns 
little children on the score he does and Says nothing about ug 
grown-ups. Surely he must recollect—I do—how almost Sabbath by 
Sabbath—Jewish as well as Christian—the pulpits of the Churches 
and the Synagogues rang with just the same idea of God which 
he so rightly deplores as un-Christian (he should have said irreligi- 
ous) in the little children. Archbishops, Bishops, Curates, Ministers, 
Rabbis—ecclesiastics of all degrees and sorts and belonging to many 
diverse faiths—pounded away in their pulpits the lesson that the 
War was the will of God, His work performed for some inscrutable 
reason, said some, to try us, and prove us, said others, and thas it 
was a sacred duty which God required of us to go out and kill the 
first enemy we could find, at the end of a bayonet or even to urge 
those near and dear to us—those who in other times we were told 
God had given us to cherish to love to care for and to shield from 
hurt or evil—to go and enlist in the human butchering business, 
We may laugh at the child’s notion of Heavenly punishment dealt 
out vicariously by means of parents using as their instrument? 
the Cinema. But what essential difference there is, theologically 
considered, between that and the idea of Heavenly punishment also 
dealt out vicariously, but by means of, say, the ex-Kaiser with War

The though 
of itall is repulsive to a degree, but the rite extended and wag 
applied to the queen and concubines and slaves of any great Rajah, 
cases being recorded where it was customary for hundreds of women 
to undergo Suttee, the greater the number thus sacrificed the higher 


the prestige of the family of the man for whom the Suttee wag 
enacted. 


It is impossible in reading this book to fail to be struck by 
the indication it gives of the extent to which the sentimen§ 
of woman-inferiority can go. “Suttee” was made a criminal 
offence only as late as the third decade of last century, while it wag 
practised as recently as 1915.

DEATH OF DAYAN CHAIKIN. 


Deep regret will be felt at the death at Tel-Aviv, Palestine, of 
Dayan Avigdor Chaikin, at the age of seventy-six. He was a beloved 
and respected figure on the Beth Din and the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, of which he was Chief Minister, and which he served for 
many years. He was greatly venerated in the East End of London, 
where his work chiefly lay. 


Moses Avigdor Chaikin was born at Sklow, Government of Mohilev, in 
is52. Atan early age he went to St. Petersburg with his father, who was 
appointed chief Shochet there. Chaikin studied for the Rabbinate, and 
obtained the Rabbinic Diploma in 1s77. He was awarded several subse- 
quent diplomas, including one from the famous Rabbi Spektor of Kovno. 

The Anti-Jewish riots in 1862 determined him to leave Russia, and 
he emigrated to Paris where he succeeded Rabbi Herschel Levin as 
Rabbi of the Russian Jews in that city in the following year. He was one of 
the founders of the Talmud Torah there in 1887. He relinquished his 
post, however, when he was elected Rabbi of the Hebrew Congregation 
of Rostov-on-the-Don, where he remained until 1889. In the next year 
he came to England and was elected Rabbi of the Sheffield Congregation. 

In 1901, Dayan Chaikin was appointed Chief Minister of the Federation 
of Synagogues, and at his installation at the New Synagogue, Great St. 
Helens, the then Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, was present. 

Drawn from the leisure and opportunities for the literary work lie 
loved into the arduous life of a London minister, Rabbi Chaikin devoted 
all his energies to furthering the aims of the Federation and assisting its 
affiliated synagogues. He wielded considerable influence in the East End 
of London; and in the homes of the poor, on account of his enthusiastic 
championing of Judaism and his sympathetic and helpful interest in their 
lives, he was deeply respected. 

In 1906, Rabbi Chaikin was withdrawn from the Beith Din at the 
instance of Sir Samuel Montagu (afterwards the first Lord Swaythiing), 
the President of the Federation. This action aroused considerable 
criticism, as it was felt that the Beth Din would suffer by 
the. absence of such a faithful and valuable servant. But the 
Federation of Synagogues required the full-time services of its Chief 
Minister, and it was inrpossible for Rabbi Chaikin to continue in both 
offices. His election to the Beth Din had only been made subject to his 
appointment asa full Dayanof the United Synagogue, whena vacancy should 
occur. On the retirement of the Rev. Susman Cohen, the position was 
discussed fully and though the United Synagogue was in somewhat 
straitened circumstances at the time, it was suggested that £100 should be 
contributed towards Mr. Chaikin’s salary, that he should remain in the 
service of the Federation and continue to sit on the Beth Din. This did 
not meet with the approval of the Executive of the Federation, how- 
ever, as they objected to the idea of Rabbi Chaikin serving two masters, 
and at a meeting of the full Board of that body, Rabbi Chaikin was 
formally withdrawn from the Beth Din. He was, however, officially 
appointed Dayan of the United Synagogue in 1911. The deceased greatly 
befriended the late Mr. Isaac Suwalsky, the founder and editor of 
HAYEHOOD!I, then the only Hebrew journal published in the United 
Kingdom ; and when Suwalsky, who was a recognised Talmudical scholar, 
died in poor circumstances, Dayan Chaikin established and administered 
a fund for the relief of his widow and children. 

Dayan Chaikin was the author of several works of outstanding literary 
merit, including the “Apologie des Juifs,” “ Celebrities of the Jews,” and 
Hebrew works of reference. He was at one time tutor in the Posekim 
Jewish College in London, and was president of the London societies of 
various Palestinian charities. In 1914 he opened the Poltava Synagogue, 
where he preached a very inspiring sermon on the synagogue as the safe- 
guard of Judaism. 

In 1926, Dayan Chaikin left England for Palestine, where he hoped 
to devote a great deal of his time to studying and writing. A farewell 
reception was organised in his honour by the Federation of Synagogues in 
conjunction with the Old Castle Street Synagogue. The late Lord 
Swaythiling presided, and many prominent members of the Community 
testified to the veneration and love the deceased had imspired. A 
letter which the Rev. J. F. Stern wrote at the time to THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE shows the feelings Dayan Chaikin inspired in his colleagues. 
Mr. Stern said : 

Il have a very intimate knowledge of the influence that this saint and 
scholar has exercised among our East End people in whose midst he has lived 
for so long a tims. A man who has been true to Hillel’s description of the 
priestiy character: “loving peace and pursuing peace, loving his fcllow 
creatures aud drawing them near to the Torah.” 

During the week preceding his departure, Dayan Chaikin received 
visits from very many of those who loved and honoured him, and on the 
morning of his departure a great crowd gathered at his home in White 
Lion Street to bid him God speed. Many of his fellow-worshippers and 
pupils, as well as neighbours and friends of all creeds, came to show their 
respect and admiration and to ask his blessing. Outside his synagogue 
and on the platform at Victoria Station were large numbers of people 
waiting to grasp his hand for the last time. 

Dayan Chaikin spent the last years of his life peacefully in the Holy 
Land he loved so well, occupied with writing and the study of Rabbinical 
works. He was a man of sweet disposition, of profound learning and 
intelligence, and singularly modest and unassuming in his ways. An 
earnest and upright worker, he was a faithful servant of the Almighty, 
and brought to the onerous daties he undertook a vast fund of kindliness, 
wisdom and sincerity. 


The Beth Din, at their sitting on Monday last, recorded their deep 
sense of sorrow at the demise at Tel-Aviv of their illustrious colleague, 
Rabbi Avigdor Chaikin, the venerated Senior Chief Minister of the London 
Federation of Synagogues. Rabbi Chaikin had been a devoted member 
of the Beth Din for nearly a quarter of a century, till his departure for 
the Holy Land two years ago. He was universally revered by every 


section of Jewry for his unrivalled rabbinic erudition, his saintliness of 
character and his lovable personality.

For over a quarter of a century Dayan Moshe Avigdor Chaikin > 
had been Kabbi of the Federation, having been appoinied in July.

During that long period be had endeared himself to East End cewry and 
to Anglo-Jewry by his genuine orthodoxy, his modest ways and his 
readiness to put his invaluable experiences and counsel at the disposal of 
all who sought it. As a greats Talmudic scholar, author of many an 
important book, he was revered and respected, whilst his impartiality, 
his understanding of the failings of men coupled with a thorough know. 
ledge of Jewish Law, made him a very valuable member of the Beth Din. 


. Great, indeed, was the regret of the Council of the Federation when the 


aged Rabbi notified them of his desire to retire to Tel-Aviv, there to 
spend his declining years in the old land of Israel. The Board of the 
Federation, desirous of placing on record their appreciation of his great 
services, granted him a pension equivalent to his former salary. At-the 
farewell reception arranged by the Federation in his honour in August, 
1926, every section of the Community in England was represented, thus 
showing in a very marked degree how lovab!e must have been his nature 
and how completely he had suceveded in winning the affection of all Jews. 
During the two. years in Tel-Aviv Rabbi Chaikin was in very frequent 
communication with me, always enquiring after Anglo-Jewry, and 
especially the Federation. In this hour of trial it must be a source of 
consolation to the children of the late Dayan to know that their loss is 
shared by tens of thousands of Jews in this country and abroad, and that 
they, too, will miss him very badly. May his soul rest in peace!~ From 
Mr. LIUs JUNG.

Mr. JOSEPH BARONDESS (New York). 

The death has occurred in New York of the well-known Jewish 
communal worker, Mr. Joseph Barondess, who was closely associated 
with the American Jewish Congtess and the Zionist Movement. Tho 
deceased, who was sixty-one years old, was born in Kamenetz-Podolsk 
in the Ukraine, and went to the United States at the age of twenty- 
one. He was a pioneer in the organisation of the American Jewish 
Labour movement, and founded the Cloakmakers' Union and the Jewish 
Actors’ Union. In 1910 he was appointed a Commissioner of the New 


. York Board of Education, and held the office nntil the outbreak of tho 


During the war hs was very active in relief campaigns, war work, 
drives, ete. He took an active part in the campaign against immigration 
restrictions in Ame2rica. When Mexico made an offer of land for 
Jewish settlement, he was appointed Chairman of the American 
Jewish Congress Committee on Mexican Immigration. He was at 
one time Vice-President and also acted as Chairman of the American 
Jewish Congress. Mr. Barondess was an active worker in the 
Zionist Movement. He was Hon. Vice-President of the Zionist Organina- 
tion of America, and participated in the framing of the Zionist proposals 
to the British Government. He was recently elected Chairman of the 
American Jewish National Fand. The deceased visited London when he 
was on his way to the Peace Conference at Paris, where he served on 
the Committee of Jewish Delegations. )

THE LaTeE Dr. CIRO GLASS. 

Mr. WILFRED 8S. SAMUEL writes: Details have only just reached 
London of the death at Palermo, Sicily (from heart failure during a motor 
collision), of Dr. Ciro Glass, of Rome, one of the creators of the Italian 
Jewish Renaissance. It is more than probable that had he lived Glass 
would have become a Rabbi, for he was already an accomplished Hebraist, 
and was pyrsuing Talmudic studies. He was a devoted Zionist, but he 
and his friends insisted that there must be a complete return to Judaism 
His work for 
Zion was but a part of his activities, although it was the fons ¢t origo 
of most of what he accomplished towards revivifying Iltalian 
Judaism. He founded and led study circles, some of which have 
now developed into handsomely-housed Jewish cuitural centres 
(notably the “Convegnos” at Florence and Trieste). He ran a 
publishing business (Casa Editrice Israel") which not only tssued 
inexpensive Italian versions of many famous Jewish books, but also 
launched some origina! Italian works, including a successfal Jewish novel, 
Born at Fiume, and educated at Trieste and Vienna, Glass was only an 
Italian by adoption, but his knowledge of German, Hebrew, French and 
English, albeit considerabic, was inferior to his grasp of Italian, In that 
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language alone did he achieve oratorical success. Ciro Glass had private 
means: his academic degree was for Chemistry, and he had plannea 
originally to practise in Palestine as .an agricultural chemist. Later, 
he decided to remain in Italy avd to work there for Judaism. Class’s 
strenuous activities (he was at the head, too, of the Italian Jeren 
Havyesod) left him no time for the serious literary work for which he was 
mentally well equipped. Most of his Jewish writings are in the files of 
ISRAEL, the Florentine weekly which he helped to found and conduct. 
But he also prepared and delivered sev eral series of lectures on Jewish 
History, Letters and Philosophy. He had but two or three London 
friends. and his connection with this country was slight, although he read 
and spoke our language well and followed .our Jewish Press. But it is 
good that Engiish Jews should know of this remarkable, and, indeed, 
inspiring man. Two final—incredibly pathetic—facts about him; he died 
solely through overwork, and he was only twenty-seven. 


THE LATE Mr. BARNETT VERBY. 

A memorial service to the late Mr. Barnett Verby, founder of the 
Mile End and Bow District Synagogar, will be beld at the Synagogue on 
Sunday. at six o'clock. Dayan L. Mendelsohn, M.A., and Rabbi J. Lew 
will deliver the memorial sermons, and the Rev. J. Rosenfeld will officiate, 
assisted by the synagogue choir under the direction of Mr. A. Sorokin. 

OTHER RECENT DEATHS. 

Other recent deaths include those of Mr. Hyman Gerber, eldest son 
of Rabbi P. Gerber, who was a learned Talmudist and one of the most 
ardent defenders of Shechita; and of Mrs. 5. H. Harrison, of Norwich, an 
active worker for the local synagogue, who died while on a visit to 
Bournemouth.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


INADEQUATE SUPPORT FROM AFFILIATED SOCIETIES. 


The third annual Conference of the Union was held on Sunday 
at Jews’ College, Guilford Street, W.C. Mr.H. BUENO DE Mesovrra 
presided. 

The CHAIRMAN, after welcoming the delegates, presented the 
Executive's report. They regretted, he said, to have to announce that 
no fewer than three societies had ceased to exist during the year under 
review. At present, efforts were being made to revive the Central 
Society and to find premises for this purpose. The Chairman urged the 
delegates to contribute something regularly to the Central Charity Fund, 
and said that the Executive wou!d endeavour to visit societies as often as 
possible. In conclusion, he expressed regret that they had not received 
the amount of suppo t expected from affiliated societies 

Mr. V, Peckar (North-West London), in moving the adoption of the 
report, suggested that methods be taken to increase the attendance at the 
Union's lectures. He referred to the excellent work done in connection 
with the Summer School by Mr. L. Boyars. He urged the members not 
to spend all their time in criticising the Union, but to give their efforts in 
supporting it. 

Mr. P. Le1GH (Golders Green), in seconding, said he wished to know 
what steps ifany were being taken with regard to the Correspondence 
membership. The poor attendance at the lectures, he said, was partly 
due to the fact that members were treated more as a school class than as 
members of a Society or Union. He considered the Sports Day Scheme 
a sound proposal, and hoped that something definite would result from it. 


Proposed Activities. 


Mr. L. Levy (North London) suggested that each society undertake to 
organise a series of dances during the year, and that a bazaar be organised 


at which each society should make itself responsible for at least one stall. 


With regard to the Synagogue Scheme which had been described as 
dwindling, he said that North London still con'inued to hold Saturday 
services, which were well-attended. _On behalf of his Society, he 
suggested that an annual publication would be of more value than a 
quarterly. it would also be better in every way if the Council appointed 
a member of the Union as editor of the Aunual, and if that magazine wero 
published by the Union and not on behalf of it. He wished t» know what 
steps were being taken to represent Young Israel at the Buoard of 
Deputies. 

Mr. N. Josep (Birmingham), referring to the former Leeds branch, 
said that it was appalling that in a ceatre such as Leeds a Young Israel 
hociety should cease to exist. It was a pity that something could not bo 
done to assist in organising sports, inter-matches, etc. 

Mr. J. MELICK (Glasgow) suggested active association with the 
Association of Young Zionist Societies. 

Mr. Db. HUDALY (Liverpool) said he was dissatisfied with the report, 
and also with the progress made with regard to the magazine. He urged 
them all to make efforts to revive the dead societies. 

Mr. W. RUBINSTEIN, Vice-Chairman of the Union, said that one of 
the greatest difficulties facing societies at preseut was the ob aining of 
suitable accommodation; If old societies dropped out of the Union, it 
was their duty to find out the reason. The churity fund, he said, suffered 
from lack of publicity, and they should see that a suitable slogan, remind. 
ing members of this fund, appeared on every communication or report 
issued from headquarters. Societies should not ask what had the Union 
done for them, but should ask themselves what could they do for the 
Union. 

Mr. L. PAISNER, Hon. Secretary of the Union, said that the Execu- 
tive would gladly welcome suggestions from members with regard to 
making the lectures at Jews’ College more popular. The Executive 
wished the reports issued by the headquarters to be heard at Committeo 
meetings. The Sub-Committee had decided not to hold the Sports Day 
as suggested. It wasthe duty of the Societies, he said, to take the initial 
step in giving the Executive really valuable suggestions. The question 
of a Representative at the Board of Deputies arose at the Council 
meetings, but the suggestion was considered inadvisable. - It would tend

SOME TROMISING JEWISH ARTISTS. 

One of the greatest bandicaps of the young artistis his difficulty in 
placing his work before prospective buyers. He will probably be in 
sympathy with only one ortwo among the various societies which bold 
avnua! or bienial shows, and the expense of hiring a gallery for an exhibi. 
tion of his own is generally beyond his reach; and, unless he is cithera 
specially sensational or a well befriended youpg man, it is likely that 
his show will receive little notice from the press or public. 

The problem is a vital one, for painting, to havea healthy cconomic 
standiog, asks of its organiscrs, nos subsidy. or private patronage (both of 
which have a tendency to shine particularly on the unworthy), but only 


real facility for the showing of work ; and, of the public, a good attendance . 


at exhibitions. If, giver these, it fails, it deserves to. 

The Arts and Crafts Bureau, in their large galleries at 34, Bloomsbury 
Street, are making a most admirable effort to attain the desired ends. 
Here, any young artist of promise, whatever his tendency, may show 
what be wishes, and for as long as he likes, on payment ofa small charge 
for wall space. The pablic are admitted without charge, and as an 
additional inducement to their attendance, there arc. sprinkled among 
the works of the younger painters, canvasses by artists already widely 
known: Meniosky, Grant, Seabrooke and Wolfe, all of whose work 
(Seabrooke's especially), admirably sustains their reputations. 

Among the younger exhibitors, one notes with great interest the 
sculpture of 5. Rabinovitch whose “Portrait of Barnct Friedman,” is 
marked by an extremely subtie grasp of the contrast between blunt and 
heavy masses and a rare delicacy of surface. Friedman himself con- 
tributes several pictures, notably two large still-life studies. In one of 
these “The Fruit,” a large number of objects, each excellently painted 
in itself, rather lacks that underlying organisation which should mould 
the objects into a satisfactory unity. The other does not show this 
weakness, its subj ct, a violin resting on pink an1 yellow cloths, having 
itself imposed a simple and effective composition which bas left the 
painter free to use his powerful sense of colour to the utmost advantage. 

Gerald Ososki is a painter with already a considerable command of 
technique, and he shows himself capabie, as in his large “ Flower 
Piece,” of successfally tackling unusual arrangements of tone and colour. 
In spite of his brilliance, however, one feels there is still something 
lacking ; he has not yet developed bis ideas to the point of finding his true 
tendency. Gerald Reitiinger, on the other hand, seems to be on the 
point of finding his, though he has not quite outgrown last year's student 
craze for the Madame ‘Tussaud’s subject. “The Terror of Tachbrook 
Street” is a decidedly fruity example of this sort of thing; its subject 
introduces into a very pleasant colour-scheme an unnecessary elowent 
which fortunately fails to divert one's respcnse into either a shudder or 
agiggic. In his other pictures he is less inclined to bother us with 
irrelevancics, and we sce more ciearly that he has the makings of a very 
fine painter. 

These are only a few ofthe young artists who benefit by this chance 
of exposing their work to the discernivg amateur; it remains for the 
disce: ning amateur to do his part. He will not need much discernment 
to discriminate between the work of the young people whose art, though 
immature, has theessential vision, and the work of the “eternal students,” 
the Peter Pans of the painting world. One or two of these have been 
attracted by this opportunity of displaying their over-famlliar promise, 
grown stale in unfulfilment, but the vast majority of the painting here is 
fullof more genuine, less derivative, talent. It remains to be seen 
whether this excellent scheme will obtain correspondingly good results 
from the public. K.

About Books. 


“HetrTy Geysert (George Allen and Unw.n, Ltd., 3s. 64.) isa second 
trausiation fram the German, by Anna Barwell, of Goorg Hermann’s 
well-known book. The Geyberts are an old and respected Jewish family 
livingin Berlin, and the author gives a fine delineation of their quiet 
family life and individual charactcristics. Hotty, a beautiful and refined 
girl, and a young non-Jewish writer without laurels form a passiovate 
attachment so strong that it ought surely to have been beyond workdly 
couventions. Dut the well-to-do Geybert merchant: look askance at the 
struggling writer and, fixing on the excuse that the man is a 
Christian, they mors or less compel Hetty through a sense of duty 
into a hasty and ill-considered union with a young Jew who was 
“short and fat asthough be had becn hammered down” and had a 
“small, oily, gutteral” voice. The author portrays the wedding feast 
and the gaiety of the family guests and the objectionable young bride- 
groom with a subtie irony that compels sympathetic understanding when 
Hetty, her heart numbed with misery, steals away from it al) into the 
night strects. The book is well translated, but bas perhaps.a little too 
much commonplace minuti# for present day popular consumption. 


“Put AsuNDER”™ (Chapman and Hall, 7s. 4d.) is a second novel by 
Mrs. W. L. George. The mainidea of the plot is an original and intriguing 
one, opening, as it does, the question as to whether a woman of high moral 
character who divorces her husband against her own convictions 
should feel, even after she has re-married, that legal separation fails to 
liquidate that feeling of responsibility towards her first husband when 
the latter falls seriously ill and selfishly demands attention from the ex- 
wife of whom he was previously so anxious to rid himself. The book 
is perhaps too much given over to dialogue and might have been 
strengthened to advantage by a little more character study and intro- 
spection. 

“SWEETHEART OF THE VALLEY,” by Edith Nepean (Stanley Paul, 
7s. 64.), is another of those charming love stories which this author well 
knows how torelate. The book breathes the spirit of Welsh mountains ; 
turbulent seas mingle with the not less turbulent pas:ions of human 
nature. The story is fuentiy and refreshingly to'd. 


“KENYA CALLING,” by Nora K, Strange (Stanley Paul, 7s. 6d.), is 
interestingly and tinently told with occasional exciting passages and 
plenty of good descriptive detail concerning life and scenery in that part of 
British East Africa which lies within the shadow of Mount Kenya. The 
book contains plenty of incident, a little coffee growing, and the love 
element that scems inevitable so long as human teings remain 
human. 


“THE MAN IN THE DARK,” by John Ferguson (The Bodley Eead, 7s. 6d) 
is a good mystery novel with the usual seemingly inusolvable complica- 
tions which are eventually elucidated by the odd combination of a private 
detective and a journalist.

Young People’s Week. 
From our Correspondent.) 

During Young People’s Weck (ending to-morrow) most Manchester 
juvenile institutions were engaged in showing the citizens their work, 
aims and ideals. A number of Jewish institutions figure prominently in 
the official programme.. The Talmud Torah Sehcools were open for 
inspection to parents and others last Sunday, when the Principal, the 
Kev. I, W. Slotki, M.A., delivered an address on “Judaism and Citizen- 
chip.” Im the course of his address, he said that “Young People’s 
Week” was a week for both young and old, and Jews were not 
free to keep aloof from that great civic effort. Young Jewry to-day 
lived under far different and vastly more congenial circumstances 
than did their ancestors of old. They enjoyed all the privileges 
the city could offer; they were as free to move and act as any 
other citizens. More than half of the Ten Commandments, which no 
Jew worthy of the name dared ignore, dealt with the duty of man as 
citizen. True Judaism, therefore, implied loyal citizenship. In a city 
like Manchester, where they had Jewish magistrates, scientists, men of 
letters and merchant princes, it was very casy to carry out the advice of 
the ancient prophet: “ To seek the peace of the city and to pray for it.” 
Judaism and loyal citizenship were synonymous ; the former was incom- 
plete without the latter. On Monday the Jewish Study Circles presented 
a Hebrew and an English play at the Cheetham Public Hall. To-morrow 
(Saturday) there will be a sermon on the significance of “ the Week ” for 
Jews, at the Talmud Torah Synagogue by the Rev. I. W. Slotki, M.A. 
Next Monday the Lord Mayor will hold a reception at the Town Hall, at 
which will be represented the Joint Jewish Education Board and other

Law and Parliamentary Committee. 


Mr. F. Rose (Liverpool, Old) moved the report of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee. 

Major Isidore Salmon, M.P. (the report states) who submitted to Mr, 
Stewart, the mover of the Hairdressers’ and Barbers’ Shops (Sunday Closing) 
Bill, the amendment desired by the Board, has been informed that Mr. Stewart 
will see that when the Bill is in Committee the amendment is embodied in it. 
With regard to the Shops (Hours of Closing) Bill, it has proved difficult to 
ascertain the views of Jewish traders on this Bill, and at the Committee’s 
request the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies has undertaken the task of 
making enquiries, and setting up a sub-Committee for the purpose. 

The Committee have taken cognisance of a letter from Mr. Bernard Balaban 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of June 8th, suggesting that the bodies of the six 
Jews who died during the war in the Internment Camp in the Isle of Man and 
were buried in the Parish Cemetery at Knockaloe, should be removed to the 
nearest Jewish Cemetery. No request bas been made by the relatives of the 
deceased for the transfer of the bodies, and the Committee points out that 


unnecessary disturbance of the dead is itself contrary to Jewish law. Mr. 


Bertram Jacobs, LL.B., has informed the Committee that he has no doubt that 
his family will defray the cost of gatting the Bath Cemetery into repair. 

The Committee recommend the Board to admit the Union of Orthodox 
Congregations to representations and to have two Deputies. The Committee 
have now conferred with the Beth Dinand represenatatives of the Council for the 
Amelioration of the Legal Position of the Jewess on the difficulties experienced 
by Jewish women who are granted a civil divorce but cannot obtain Ges. The 
conference terminated without arriving at a solution of the question. The 
Committee will consider whether it is practicable and usefal to bring to 
the notice of the legal profession the necessity in Jewish law of the husband’s 

ving Get when a civil divorce is pronounced. The Committee have considered 
request from the English Zionist Federation to appoint two dclegates to the 
Annual Conference of the Federation, to be held in London on Sunday, July 8th. 


The Committee make no recommendation thereon. The Board has not 
hitherto sent delegates to the Conference. 


ys Speaking on the Conference that had taken place on the question of 

Get,” Mr. E. ZEITLYN (Cape Town) suggested the insertion of a paragraph 
in the Xetubah (marria:e contract) in the form of a covenant for the purpose 
in question.

English Zionist Federation's Proposal. 

Speaking on the parac raph dealing with the invitation from the 
English Zionist Federation to send two delegates to the annual Confer- 
ence, Mr. N. LAZARUS (New Road) moved that the invitation should be 
accepte!l. It was particularly appropriate, he said, jast now when the 
Agency was meeting in London that the Board should accept the invita- 
tion accorded it. Moreover, there was no obligation entailed in sending 
delegates. 

The motion was seconded, 

The PR&SIDENT: While we have sent delegates to conferences where 
Jewish problems, such as the Protection of Women and Girls, are concerned 
there is, I think, a difference between a problem of that nature and a 
deputation to the Zionist Federation Conference. I am the last person 
to suggest that the Board have any lack of sympathy with the movement, 
But I cannot see that if any representatives of the Board are sent they 
will have any authority to speak on behalf of the Board or to pledge the 
Board to any puirticular programme, because, after all, that programme 
is entirely outside the Constitution of the Board. While, therefore, many 
of us have the greatest possible sympathy with the desire to help the 
Movement yet, strictly speakiog, the Committee do not think that it is 
our job to send delegates to this conference 

Mr. H. HArris, LL.B. (Philpot Street), in supporting the motion, pointed 
out that the sole object of having the Board represented at the Conference 
was that the representatives should submit to the Board their view ofthe 
proceedings at that Conference. He thought that they had nothing to 
lose in acceding to the request. , 

Mr. T. B. HeERwWALD (Agudath Ahim) supported the motion and asked 
what steps the Board were taking with regard to the Agency. It was an 
important matter which required proper consideration. Here was an 
English body known as the Jewish Parliament, which had never had a 
chance of expressing its opinion on the Agency partnership. 

The PRESIDENT: We are not discussing Zionism or the duties of the 
Board. We are discussing this particular motion. 

Mr. A. 8. DIAMOND (Pontypridd) said althongh he was a Zionist ho 
was opposed to the motion. (cries of ‘Oh!’) They were told that the two 
delegates would be mere listeners because only matters of organisation 
would be discussed at the Conference. If that was so, what on earth was 
the object of sending delegates? There was nothing in the matters that 
were to be discussed upon which they cou'd act. 

Mr. D. WEITZMAN (United Synagogue) said that as an act of courtesy 
they should accept the invitation. 

Mr. Lazarus's motion was put to the vote and carried by a large 
majority. The result was greeted with applause. 

On the suggestion of the President, it was left to the Honorary 
Officers to nominate two delegates. 

Mr. ERNST SCHIFF (Southend and Westcliff) called attention to the 
article on the front page of the SUNDAY Express, in which it was stated 
that “Insurance brokers had notified garage proprietors in all parts of 
the country that the companies are not now prepared, except in special 
circumstances, to grant one-day motor-car insurance policies to Jews.” 

It was decided torefer this matter to the Press Committee.

On the proposition of Mr. Priix Rose, the Treaty with the Anglo- 
Jewish Association relative to the Joint Foreign Committee was rene wed, 

On the motion of Mr. Locren WoLr, the report of the Joint Foreign 
Committee was adopted: 

The Committee (states the report), which was. founded in 1373, celebrates 
this year its fiftieth anniversary, and a Sub-Committee has been appointed to 
draw up a plan for the appropriate ceicbration of the event. 

The attention of the Committee fas been drawn to a Bil! pending in the 
Turkish Parliament which forbids charitable institutions and other public 
bedies from maintaining relations with foreign countries. This is likely te 
prove very detrimental to many Jewish institutions which owe their existence 
to foreign philanthropy. The Jews, however, are vot the only sufferers, as the 
law will bear equally hard on important Christian organisations which have 
their headquarters in Mogland and America. The Committee gave instructions 
that further enquiries shonid be made among the societies chiefly affected by 
Lie projected law. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack (United Synagogue) speaking on Shechita matters, 
referred to the Lord Mayor of Sheffieid’'s attack on Skechi‘a. Rabbi Barnet 
l. Cohen of Sheffield, had at once sent to the SHEFFIELD DAILY TELE. 
GRAPH a long and admirable vindication of Shechita. He (Mr. Lissack) 
assured the Board that the Shechita Committee would do all in its power 
to bring information on the humaneness of Shechita to the notice of the 
local public if) there should be any question of an attempt at repealing 
the exemption for Skechiia. Mr. Lissack also referred to Dr. Daiches's 
lecture at King’s College, London, on “ Man's Duty to Animals,” which 
had been reported in THe Jewish .CHRONICLE and said that Dr. 
Daiches deserved the thanks of the Board. (Applause). The Ministry 
of Health had informed the Board that when the model by-laws were 
under revision they would make a slight alteration so as toleave no doubt 
of the completeness of the exemption of Shechit2 from the regulations 
for compulsory stunning or for the use of a mechanical slaughterer. 


Aliens and L.C.C. Scholarships. 


LADY SPIELMAN (Union of Jewish Women) in the course of her

Jewish Adult Education. 


Representative Conference. 


_.A conference convened by the Independent Order of B'nai B'rith, 
First Lodge of England, of representative organisations in London to 
consider the question of establishing a Jewish Adult Education Association 
was held on Sunday evening at Jews’ College. The President of the 
Order, Mr. Lao ELTON, presided. 

The main work of the proposed Association will be to arrange con. 
tinuous courses of studies and lectures, in the first place in different parts 
of London, and subsequently if this scheme develops, in other parts of 
the country, such lectures to be primarily on Jewish subjects and for 
Jewish adults... Delegates from the following organisations attended the 
Conference: the B'nai B'rith; the Jewish War Memorial ; the Union of 
Jewish Literary Societies, the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies, 
the Union of Young Israel Societies, the Inter-University Jewish Federa. 
tion, the English Zionist Federation, and the Hampstead Synagogue (‘the 
last-named because it is specially interested in local Jewish adult 
education}. Among those present were : 

Davan L. Mendelsohn, M.A., Dayan H. M. Lazaras, M.A., Messrs. Herbert 
M. Adier. MA., Bertram B. Benas, B.A, LL.B., Arthur Blok, B.Sc., 
A. Weiner, M.A., H. Samuels, M.A., J. H. Taylor, B.A., Julins Jung, L. 5. 
Abrahamson. Alderman A. Kershaw, J.P., the Rev. ai. Perizweig, B.A., Mesars. 
Hyman Harris, LL.B., 8. H. Dainow, B.A, George G. Webber, B.A., LL.I., 
Paisner, and H. Buena de Mesquita. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they wanted to provide facilities for Jewish 
groups to receive instruction by systematic courses as distinct from 
isolated lectures. 

Mr. H. SAMUELS, M A., who moved the resolution, said they were out 
to improve their ranks qualitatively. He did not ‘like the phrase - 
“raising the intellectual level of Anglo-Jewry.” There was something 
snobbish about it. If they were to say that their aim was to raise the 
level of Anglo Jewry because they believed that by making better 
educated Jews they were making better cit zens, they were giving a 
fair summary of what their fundamental aim was. He referred 
to the Workers’ Educational Association which, he said, was started 
in London by a few enthusiasts who sowed the seeds of what has 
become the finest Adult Education Movement in this country. They 
were out to create something new, and for this they needed a central 
Organisation. They would have to face sooner or later the question 
of Government grants. After all, Jews contributel their share to the 
National Exchequer, and if there was the possibility of obtaining the 
aid which the law of the land provided for, there. was no reason why 
they should not apply for such a grant. Mr. Samuels said the subjects 
could be divided into three classes as follows: 1. Specifically Jewish 
subjects; 2. Courses of secular subjects such]ias child welfare and 
hygiene, which ought to be treated from the Jewish point of view; 
3. Ordinary subjeets such as economics for adult classes. 

Mr. WEINER, M.A., said that they were alljagreed as to the growing 
need for Jewish adult education. He found from his contact with the 
younger generation that most of them were ignorant of anything Jewish. 
The only remedy, in his opinion, was to provide education in order to 
re-create the Jewish consciousness which was slipping away. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, MLA., ‘said that as a resuit of experience 
vained from his visits to the Provinces{as Director of Hebrew Education, 
he had very little doubt that there |was a demand for education. He 
thought there was also a desire among Jews to come together as Jews— 
a desire to associate. The real difficulty, however, was how to satisfy 
the demand. Mr. Samuels had outlined,the three{classes of subjects. He 
confessed that only the first appealed tojhim. He thought that there was 
a desire to study Jewish history above everything else; there was also a 
desire to learn Hebrew—not only modern ‘Hebrew, but classical Hebrew. 
He also found a great desire to study the later Prophets and there was au 
eagerness on the part of adults to speak Hebrew. Spoken Hebrew, he 
found, appealed to everybody. He dil not like the idea of a certain 
number of lectures. He believed im classes and in makiag people feel 
that they were continuing with the subjects which they studied at school. 
Mr. Adler also urged that the teachers should be on the spot. 

Dayan L. MENDELSONN, MLA., stressed the meed of obtaining the 
proper kind of students, and said that they should try to get the old boys 
from the Talmud Torahs. The subjects in question, he also urged, must 
be presented from a new point of view. “You have got to imterest the 
adults,” he declared. 

After some discussion the following resolution was carried: “That 
the existing facilities for Jewish adult education are inadequate, and that 
they should be extended by the promotion of continuous courses of study 
for Jewish adults.” 

Mr. BERTRAM B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., moved: “That it is desirable to 
form a Joint Committee for Jewish Adult Education composed of organi- 
sations represented at today’s conference, with power to eoopt.” Miss 
HANDS seconded. 

The Rev. M. L. Pexri.zwerG moved as an amendment that the words, 
“together with other representative organisations,” should be added, but 
this was lost. 

The resolution was then put and carried.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMIL. 


CCCCL.—The Moods of the Jewish Year. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


Have you ever observed that each of the days of your week has a 

~ character or quality of its own? I have met people who have told me 

that they saw each day in its own colour. Monday might be blue and 

friday green. Certainly the Sabbath must stand out in the conscious- 

ness Of all those who observe it as a day apart. The quality or 

characteristic is difficult to define, but it does exist, marking off and con- 
trasting one day with another. 

So with the yearas a whole. Like a human being it has its moods; 
and the Jewish year in particular actually cultivates or stresses the 
appropriate mood of each season. From what I have heard and read, and 
drawing also on my earliest recollections, I shall endeavour to set down 
the moods of the Jewish year, hoping to catch the quality of each as it 
coloured Jewish life in the Ghetto. ' 


Let me began with Nisan. The Passover spread its aroma long 
before the fourteenth. I still recall the interest evoked by the seasonal 
cups and saucers, plates and dishes and cutlery, brought forth from their 
depository for the week's use. Their very strangeness lent a glamour to 
the Passover, the coming of which was warked sufficiently by certain 
omissions from the Daily Prayers. 

The Passover fare is clearly associated with a particular mood. 
Apart from the Matzot two things stand out in my memory. One is the 
red beetroot soup which we called borsht (probably from the Polish 
barszez) and which seemed to have a flavour all its own. No wonder it is 
a favourite dish all the year round in Jewish eating houses! The other 
was Ved, a sort of mead, reminiscent of the ancient Britons, but always 
associated in my mind with Passover. Its brown colour and sickly sweet 
taste were the concowitants of a joyous, festal time. 


The second evenings of the Festival seemed the poorer for the 
omission of the Seder. You felt that the Holy Days were already in their 
decline; and when the uncommon cups and saucers, plates and dishes 
were replaced on the highest shelves in the pantry, it was as though a 
friend had departed. 

The lengthening days of the Omer followed, binding Passover and 
Pentecost, as it were, by a bridge of fifty spanners. Pentecost left no 
distinctive impression on the mind, chiefly no doubt because the festival 
was of such short duration. But 1do remember the long days and the 
milk dishes, especially a species of cold, thick pasty pudding. We were 
told that {it is a duty to eat milk dishes on Shebuot. Concerning Pente- 
cost we children retailei toeach other a kind of answer toa pugzie. On 
Passover you may eat where you like, but not what you like; on 
Tabernacles you may eat what you like but not where you like; on 
Pentecost you may eat what you like and where you like. 


Followed the Summer, when hearts are glad and the sky is sunny. 
Each chapter of the Ethics of the Fathers grew to be an old wise friend, 
and the philosophy of the Rabbis was somehow in accord with the warm 
weather. It was not until the Three Weeks that the mood changed: and 
when Lecha Dodi was chanted in mournful numbers, a chilly feeling took 
possession of the soul, and the effect was only heightencd when the 
Ninth Day of Ab was registered in the calendar. On that day men came 
to the Synagogue in silence, as though they would avoid one another ; 
the colour and the warmth of tho Talit was missing; the worshippers 
prayed in low tones, and when the dirges of the day were chanted, their 
moaning music, accompanied as it was by tears, cut into the children’s 
sonl and made them miserable. Miserable, too, was the journey to the 
cemetery, the strangeness of the scene being fincreased by the peculiar 
little wooden swords which some of us carried. The afternoon brought 
a change of mood again; you felt the worse was over and the 
end ofthe Fast at hand. The end was welcome; a hearty mcal made all 
the difference to your mood once more. 


The respite of normality did not last long; three wecks from Tisha 
Be’ Abd came the beginning of Elin], and the Solemn Season cast its shadow 
upon your soul and added dreai terror to your inner life. The Shofar 
Sounds heralded the approaching Se:iousness; and when, on the Saturday 
Night before the first Se/ichot morning, the Cantor, assisted by the choir, 
sang his tunes ina minor mode, you almost felt on your cheek the breath 
ef Chilly Penitence. It was not the words, it was the music, the wailing 
tones. Always moods depended on music. Many of the prayers in their 
literal meaning wero mere nonsense, many were bathos; let anyone read 
them in cold blood and see. But the music; I recall the joyousness of 
the Kaddish tune on Passover or Pentecost; or the mood engendered by 
the tune of NN 571 on Kippur. The moods of the year owe much to 
music; that was why the eve of Selichot Sunday was so stirring. Early 
ea the morrow, before dawn, you were awakened for Selichot, aaa most 
unwillingly, almost rebelliousiy, you left your warm bed to recite a 
plenitude of penitential odes which had a most depressing effect on your 
wind. You were made to feel that you wore a miserable sinner. But 
the routine concluded, you felt cleansed somehow ; there was a subdued 
feeling of conquest cach day a; you completed the allotted task. On the 
eve of Rosh Hashane the number of penitential odes seemed to be greatly 
multiplied. But the feat was accomplished, and the sense of triamph was 
worth the effort. Then came Rosh Hashana itself. We had a grudge 
against it as the day bogan, for we were fetched quite early to go to 
syaagogue. From six in the morning until 0x0 in the afternoon was the 
@uration of the service on both days. Bat once the first fee'ing of dis- 
eomfort was overcome, the rest was casy. There was so much that was 
new and stranve that an noder-current of interest was slowly generated. 
We had the Shofar, and the Kneeling, and the visit to the waters’ edge 
where metaphorically we Givested ourselycs of our sins by shaking the 
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evil things out of the folds ofourgarments. The symbolism drew, and 
who does not know that Rosh Hashana is {ull of symbolism ? 

The Day of Atonement was a joyous occasion: its Eve it was that 
was dolefu!. Never shall I forget the solemn air in the dining room what 
time we sat and ate th» meal before the Fast, and how tears trickled 
down the faces of the elders as they recited Grace, and we children felt 
very miserable at the sight, as if knowing the deep sentiments that 
moved their inmost souls. J be Eve of Atonement alw ays Was associated 
in my mind with a dismal mood: the Day itself, on the contrary, bad a 
bracing effect. Mhroughont it you felt that, little by little, you were 
conqgtiering—conquering your hunger. conquering yourself, At the end of 
the Day the worshippers had shining faces: no wonder there was a sense 
of exhilaration and of b ‘cinning anew. For this mood alonc, the Day at 
Atonement might well become & universal institution. 

NO sooner had we broken our Fast than we commenced operations on 
the Saeczhk. Asa rule the yo ing moon shone down benicgnantly on these 
preliminaries. Four days later, the strnetnre was fit for habitation. and 
the mood of the autumn Festival was indeed gladsome. “Thou shalt 
rejoice in thy Feast”: and we did. From the subdued sense of ¢hacdness 
with which it began to the fall-throated joy of Simchat Torah with which 
it ended, the moo! of old and young Was merry, 2 ft reaction from the 
Stringent solemnity of the Penitential Season. 

The end of the High H jiydays fas they were calied) concladed with 
the end of autumn or even the approach of winter. Long Friday nights 
brought a peculiar restfulness and the delightful recollection of hard 
reading, sometimes of the Bible, sometimes, too, of secular literaturc. 
The light and the warmth and the peace—io describe their mood 
adequat iL 1S necessary to have exp rienced them. “ Princess Sabbath 
is an attempt to nvey the mood; certainly Friday evening was tho 
evening of the week. Winter was hard and the avocations of the working 
days were often oppressive. Oa Friday night we forgot both and drag 
refreshment for the next effort. This weekly mood continued for several 
months, Chanukah did not alter it much. and by the time Parim came, 
the Spring was near. F: idays were lengthening ont and the winter evenings 
were amemory. Dut Parim possessed a mood of its own; it was short, 
but it was merry the Jews’ carnival. 

Purim recalled Passover ; already the Matscot were being bakec. 
Nisan Was in sight again and the year had once more come full circle.

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Korah’s Ancestors and Children. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for Tax JEwisn CHRONICLE 


“ Korah, the son of Izhar, the son of Kohath, the sonof Levi.”— 
Numbers rvi., 

“ But the sons of Korah did not die,’ —Numbers ll. 

The story of Korah’s rebellion has several points of interest not 
immediately apparent in the narrative itself. The seriousness of the 
rebellion is marked by the startling nature and the severity of tho 
punishment it entailed. Its chief significance lay in the personality of 
those who instigated it. It was not an upheaval of an irresponsible and 
unthinking mass of people. It was a calculated attempt to undermine 
the authority of Moses by men of standing and importance in the com. 
munity, OW %WsN. It was an insurrection dictated by personal ambition, 
by a jealousy directed against those whom Moses had appointed to 
high positions. The rebellion took place, Ibn I-zra tells us, in the 
wilderness of Sinai. It arose in consequence of a change instituted 
by Moses at the Divine command, by which sacred offices hitherto held 
by the first-born in Israel were given instead to the Levites (Nambers 
fii., 12), The people thought that in this matter, Moses had acted on his 
own initiative. He had given precedence to the tribe of Levi, and 
particularly to that brauch of it (the grandchildren of Kohath) to which he 
and his brother belonged. The Levites themselves had another grievance. 
They had been assigned minor offices, while Moses had given the priest- 
hood to his brother Aaron and his sons after him. There were 
still others with their own complaints. Thess were the Reubenites. 
Although the Levites had been assigned the sacred office formerly 
held by the first-born, there should have remained a lay leader- 
ship. This was claimed by the Reubenites as being the descendants 
of Jacob's first-born. But this lay leadership had fallen largely 
into the hands of the descendants of Joseph, of whom Joshua was 
one of the chief representatives. He was in evident favour with Moses. 
Korah was not only a firstborn but, like Moses and Aaron, a grandson of 
Kohath ; so that he felt himself doubly injured. The Kohathites and the 
Reubenites occupied a place on the south side of the encampment, close 
to one another. They thus had opportunities to talk over their grievances 
and arrange the conspiracy. * Woe to the wicked, woe to his neighbour,” 
BO runs the proverb. So Korah, the Kohathite; and Dathan, Abiram 
and On, the Reubenites, lead the revolt. Ibn Ezra further suggests 
that the two hundred and fifty who supported them were the 
first-born of Israel who had been supplanted from their sacred 
offices. They claimed the right to offer incense. Did not the 
sanctity belong to them, since the time when Moses had been bidden 
to sanctify the first-born to God? They were the original “ priests who 
drew near to God” (Exodus xix., 22). They represented in themselves 
the sanctity of the whole community. So all these gather themselves 
fogether against Moses and against Aaron,’ “Ye take too much upon 
yourselves,” they say. the congregation are holy. Why do ye lift 
yourselves up above the congregation of the Lord?” Moses protests that 
he has done none of these thincs of his own initiative. and calls upon God 
to bear witness thereto. And the conspirators perish by earthquake or 
by fire, * because they have provoked the Lord.” 

The name of Korah is thus a symbol for the conspirator and 
for the rebel against anthority. The offices he sought could not 
be his, because his motive was not the desire to serve but 
the wish for self-aggrandisement. The importance of his ancestry 
Gid not suffice to give him a title that he had not earned. But 
posterity did something to reinstate his name as one that was 
fit for honourable mention. The first hint we have of this pcssibility 
is in the statement that the sons of Korah died not. (Numbers xxvi. 11). 
They had not followed their father in his rebellion. As the Midrash 
Suggests, it was a difficult choice that devolved upon them. Had not 
Moses himself charged Israel to honour father and mother? Yet there 
are times when duty may conflict with duty, and the whole future depend 
upon our choice. The sons of Korah decided to be loyal to Moses. He 
represented a greater authority. By reason of that choice they were 
able ultimately to restore to tue name of Korah a meed of honour 
that never otherwise would have been associated with it. The 
sons of Korah in later years were the chief musicians and the 
singers of Israel. The most beautiful of the Psalms will be found, 
bearing superscriptions that they are written to be sung by the 
sons of Korah. They had learned to serve God in song and psalm. 
By their gracious arts, they had cast a new spell round the name of their 
ancestor. They never seem tohave despised the name. They are always 
proud to be known as sons of Korah, rather than by the name of any other 
of their progenitors. Thus in the services they rendered the name of 
their forbear Korah takes on a fresh didnity, and his faults are forgotten 
or atoned for. 

So the debt of honour to their parents that the sons of Korah had to 
forego at the moment of the great rebellion is repaid in fullest measure 
by their descendants. That the sons of Korah died not was no less a 
manifestation of God's wondrous purposes than were the open earth and 
the fire that carried away their rebellious parents. For besides 
the arts of sacred music and of psalmody, the survival of 
prophecy itself was due also to the sons of’ Korah. Samuel, 
the founder of the school of the prophets, the forerunner of the 
men of vision and of inspiration, of Isaiah and Amos and Ezekiel, Samuel 
the Seer was himself a descendant of the sons of Korah. Tradition has 
it that Samuel's gift was only equalled by that of Moses and Aaron 
together. “ Moses and Aaron among His priests and Samuel among those 


who called upon His name, those cried unto the Lord, and He answered 
them.” (Psalm xcix., 6.)

Exemptions from Quota Laws. 


Cabled instructions are being sent t> the United States Consuls abroad 
to grant exemption from the immigration quota to children of citizens 
who have passed the age of twenty-one, on condition that they were under 
twenty-one when they applied for visas.

Jewish Defendant Shot in Court. 


A bitter quarrel arose recently between Mr. Bruno Wolf and Mr. 
Oscar Poeffl, both of whom held prominent editorial positions on the 
NEVES WIENER JOURNAL. Mr. Wolf, a Jew, accused Mr. Poeffl, who 
is a Catholic, of corrupt practices, and demanded his dismissal from 
his post, whereupon Mr. Poeffl instituted proceedings for libel against him, 

The trial culminated in a tragedy on Tuesday; for, soon after the 
opening ef the court, plaintiff! drew a revolver and fired rapidly at the 
defendant, who was killed instantly. His assailant is now under 
arrest,

NOTES ON THE SEDRA, 


Sabbat MP, Numbers xvi., 1—xviii., 32. 


XVI., 4. “He fell upon his face.” So again in xiv., 5, when tho 
people murmured against God after hearing the report of the spies, and 
xx., 6, when the people complained that they had nowater. The Midrash 
suggests that Moses’ action was prompted by despair. He feared the 
consequences to the people which would follow on Korah’s revolt. There 
is nothing to support Ehrlich’s proposal to omit Sy and read ssp “ and 
his face fell.” as in Genesis iv., 5. All the ancient versions agree with 
the received Hebrew text. Nachmanides explains that only Moses fell 
on his face, because Aaron as the High Priest felt that he ought to hold 
himself aloof from the quarrel. 


Verse 5. “In the morning.” Moses postponed the trial to the 
following day, says the Midrash, in the hope that wiser counsels would 
prevail and the rebels retract, 

“Who are His.” This means, God will demonstrate which tribe He 
had selected to have charge of the Sanctuary. Compare viii., 14, “the 
Levites shall be Mine.” Inthe opinion of Ibn Ezra, the clause which 
follews, “and who is holy,” alludes to the member of that tribe whom 
God had chosen for the office of High Priest; but according to Rashi it 
refers to the family of the tribe of Levi set apart for the priesthood, and 
Nachmanides agrees with him. 

“And will cause him to come near unto Him.” The Hebrew has 
nothing corresponding td “ him,” and Rashiis correct in supplying “them " 
as the object. The verb governs both of the foregoing expressions and is 
used ofthe priests (Exod. xxviii., 1) and Levites (Numbers iii., 6). 

“Even him whom He may choose,” etc. This clause is not a mere 
repetition of what precedes, although the translation makes it appear to 
be so. Wemust render, “whom He will choose”; and Nachmanides 
remarks, if points to the demonstration which will take place the next day, 
when God will make it clear whom He has appointed for His service. 

Verses 6f. “Take you censers.” The reason for this command is 
explained by the incident of Nadab and Abihu, of whom it was related, 
“They took each of them his censer, and put-fire therein, and laid 
incense thereon, and offered strange fire before the Lord, which He had 
notcommanded them. And there came forth fire from before the Lord, 
and devoured them, and they died before the Lord” (Levit. x., 1f). The 
resemblance between the fatal act of Aaron’s sons and what Moses 
ordered Korah and his men to do is striking. It was clearly intended as 
a challenge anda warning. It implied that if, as they contended, any- 
body could fulfil the functions of the High Priest, let them repeat the 
action which had proved so disastrous in the case of two consecrated 
priests and see whether they would escape the divine wrath. 

“The man whom the Lord doth choose.” The choice would be 
indicated by the fact that the selected person would survive the act of 
burning incense; the remainder would perish. 

' “Ye take too much upon you.” The force of this passage is not cer- 
tain. Rashi understands it to mean “A great thing (have I said) to you,” 
i.c , itis a serious warning that I have given you. Sforno explains it, “It 
is a very serious matter for you,” viz., being Levites, and therefore 
ministers of God, your punishment will be all the more severe if you 
exceed your allotted duties. Neither interpretation fits the Hebrew words: 
The simplest explanation is “Let this be enough for you,” to convince 
you that Acron holds the supreme office at the willofGod. For this 
sense of 3% see Genesis xly., 28, Exod. ix., 28, Deut. iii., 26. 

Verse 9. “Is it but a small thing unto you?” It is better to give 
the preposition its comparative force: “Is it toosmallathing?” The 
Jewish commentators take the clause “tostand before the congregation ” 
literally, and connect it with the music which was rendered by the 
Levites. But there is no evidence that the Levites served as musicians 
in the Tabernacle. If was only after the Temple had been erected that 
music was introduced into the service. The expression 355 py, as 
was pointed out a fortnight ago in the note on viii. 13, may only signify 
“to attend upon,” 
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Representation of Roumanian Jewry. 


Central Body Created. 


[From our Correspondent.] VIENNA. 

A Conference which has just been held at Bucharest has decided on 
the creation of a Central Committee to co-ordinate the work of the Jewish 
organisations of Old Roumania, Bukovina, and Transylvania. The 
Conference will take steps to speed up the organisation of the Jewish 
population of Bessarabia, so that it will be possible for the new Central 
Committee to take its stand as the representative body of the wholo of 
lhoumanian Jewry. 

Among tthose participating in the Conference were Deputy Dr. 
Vilderman, President of the Union of Roumanian Jews; Chief Rabbi 
Senator Niemirover, Senator Horia Karp, ex-Deputy Dr. Mayer Ebner and 
Mr. Leon Fischer, the Vice-President of the United Roumanian Jews of 
America, who is now on a visit in Roumania. 


Novel Yesh ibah in Roumania. 


Manual! and Intellectual Training. 


At Iclod in Roumania, a novel “ Trade and School Yeshibak”™ has been 
established by Chief Rabbi Braun, this combines the functions of a 
Talmudical College and those of a Trade School; the first halfof the day 
is devoted to Talmndical study, while the second half is spent in the 
jJearning of various trades. ‘There are three workshops attached to this 
Yeshibah where tailoring, carpentry, and boot-making aretaught, and tho 
directors are endeavouring to establish an engineering workshop. 

The Yeshibah is under the supervision of Chief Rabbi Braun, and 
Rabbi Weisz and is training several hundreds of Jewish students. It is 
in great need of financial assistance to enable it to build an engineering 
workshop and has therefore delegated Rabbi Salomon Weisz to visit this 
country with a view of securing the support of British Jewry for this 
important institution. 


Trianon Treaty Revision Campaign. 
Little Entente Attacks on Jews. 


The campaign conducted by Lord Rothermere to bring about a 
revision of the Peace Treaty of Trianon, is giving rise to anti-Semitic 
agitation in the Litt!» Entente countries, Roumania, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Jugo-Slavia. Although the Jews of these countries are in no way 
identified with the irredentist movement, allegations are being spread 
that they are behind Lord Rothermere’s campaign, and this feeling appears 
to have been largely responsible for the recent anti-Jewish excesses in 
Transylvania, 

Certain anti-Semitic newspapers describe Lord Rothermere as an 
English Jew backed by Jewish capital. 

The Jewish organ ZIDOV, of Zagreb, makes the following comment: 
“These lies are being spread at the same time that the Government is 
trying to obtain a loan from a group which includes the Rothschilds, who 
really are Jews.”

Greek Consul on Exclusion. 


The Greek Consul at Jerusalem has informed the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency that it was because they had not obtained visas in Palestine 
admitting them to Greece, that Professor Leo L. Honor, of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America, and Professor Kligler, of the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem with their party were not admitted at the Port 
of Pirwus. Hundreds of Jews, the Consul says, who have received Greek 
visas in Jerusalem have been admitted to Greece without difficulty. 

Professor Honor (as reported in these columns last week), complained 
on his arrival in New York, that he and his wife, Professor Kligler, and a 
large number of travellers had been stopped at Pirmwus, because their 
passports showed that they were of East European origin and Israclites., 


Jewish Customs in Iraq. 
> 
| From a Correspondent. | 


In the recent general elections four Jews were elected to the Iraq 
Parliament, two for Bagdad, one for Basra and one for Mosul. Bagdad 
possesses a very fine synagogue in the Bazaar district, which is thoroughly 
eastern in architecture and is in contrast to the squalor round about. The 
main part is open to the sky making a Maariv service seem full of mea:- 
ing and beauty. 

On my first visit as a newcomer to Bagdad, by that something that 
attracts one Jew to another, I spoke to a man and asked him to direct me 
toa synagogue. The attraction, however, was all on my part, for the 
man was sceptical, and after my labouring in faulty Ashkenazi Hebrew, 
which he didn’t understand, he gave me the benefit of the doubt and took 
me with him. My guide stopped to ask some Jewish boys whether a 
certain synagogue was open at thattime. They laughingly jeered at my 
wishing to pray in the afternoon. How like Anglo-Jewish boys, I 
thought. Some more people were brought into the party. These were 
on their way to the synagogue for Mincha, and I felt strange and 
embarrassed walking with a number of men wearing European jackets 
and a thing that looked like a pinafore over untrousered legs. 

Our coreligionists here do not make a big business over their Simchoth. 
The Brith Milahis held on the eighth day, of course, but in the syna- 
gogue, the mother of the child attending. The mother holds the child 
while the operation is performed, and the party afterwards go home. 
There is no reception or celebration of any sort. Incidentally, I would 
mention, the Arabs, who also have their children circumcised, employ 
strangely enough a Jewish Mohel. Tho father waits, however, till his 


youngest male child attains the age of twelve or thirteen, and then has 
all his male children operated on. 

All frien is are invited to the marriage ceremony of a native Jew. but 
the visitors, other than the immediate family, dispecse after the cere- 
mony and the family gathers around the table of the bride, and with their 
eae take pieces of food out of big dishes, everybody using the same 

sh. 
ey 4 he youth of Iraq Jewry love to walk up and down the bank of the 
ligris on Saturday evening showing off their best clothes. They sit in 
the cafes chatting with friends. Every café has its particular patronage, 
Mohammedan, iristian, Arab and Jewish, while in everyday life the 
native Jew has very little, if anything, to do with any other sect.

Shalom Ash to Visit London, 
Views on Jewish Colonisation. 

| Shalom Ash, tlfe famous Yiddish writer who has arrived in Berlin on 
his return from Russia, where he has been investigating the position in 
the Jewish colonies, has told the Jewish Telegraphic Agency that he is 
proceeding to London in order to report on his tour to Mr. Felix M, 
Warburg, Chairman of the Joint Distribution Committee. and Mr. Louis 
Marshall, who are now in London in connection with the mecting of the 
Joint Palestine Survey Commission. 

Shalom Ash states that he visited over eighty Jewish colonies. His 
gencral impression of the colonisation work is very favourable. He had 
not expected that Jews would make such splendid land workers, and they 
owed a great debt of gratitude to. the Agro-Joint and to the Soviet 
Government for their splendid achievement in Jewish colonisation in the 
Crimea. “There is no anti-Semitism among the workers and the 
peasants in Russia,” Ash concluded. “It exists only among the dis. 


contented intellectuals, and the Soviet Government is fighting hard to 
root it out.” 


Polish Jewry and the Government. 
— 
Policy of the Club of Jewish Deputies. 


[From our Correspondent.] WARSAW. 

‘Lhe Polish Club of Jewish Deputies decided at its plenary session to 
voto against the Budget which was before the Sejm. The Club 
signified its approval of the Grunbaum policy of opposition to the present 
Pilsudski Government by electing Deputy Grunbaum by seven votes to 
five as President in place of Deputy Wygoiski who, as senior Jewish 
Deputy, bas been acting as temporary President. 

“The Galician Deputies, led by Dr. Reich, have dissociated themselves 
from all responsibility in connection with this political move, as they 
believe that the possible downfal! of the present Government in conse- 
quence of an advers> vote might have dire consequences for the Jews. 
They have decided therefore to abstain from voting on the Budget, and 
havo practically seceded from the Club by forming a separate Parlia- 
mentary group, with Deputy Reich as President and Deputy Leser as 
Secretary. 

Some compromise between the policies of the two groups is atill 
possible, but the situation is aggravated by personal differences between 
Deputy Dr. Reich and Deputy Grunbaum.

Jewish Emigration and Immigration. 


The United Jewish Emigration Organisation, Hicem, held its execu. 
tive meeting in Berlin recently under the chairmanship of Dr. James 
Simon. A review of the immigration and emigration activity during the 
first four months of the current year was submitted. There were present 
the Directors of the Hicem, Dr. Edouard Oungre of Paris and Dr. James 
Bernstein, the members of the Executive, Messrs, Joacbimsohn, Jacob 
Lestchinsky, Professor Mittwoch, and Privy Councillor Stern, Mr. Israel 
Bernstein and Dr. Grideshok (Riga), members of the Council, the Secre- 
tariat and Dr. Leo Bramson by invitation. 

The report stated that both in the countries of emigration and of 
immigration there has been a considerable increase of activity during 
these four months, and in certain branches of activity the figures have 
been as high as for the whole of the previous year; 9,787 emigrants 
registered in the countries of emigration (6,554 in Poland, 1,115 in France, 
851 in Roumania, 304 in Belgium, 219 in Latvia, 209 in Holland, 532 in 
Danzig) ; 28,843 persons visited the Hicem offices during the same period. 
In 6,565 cases legal aid was provided (passports, visas, interventions with 
foreign Consulates, etc.). Passages at reduced rates amounting to a sum 
of about 100,009 dollars. were obtained for emigrants through the media- 
tion of the Hicem offices. Agricultural and industrial training of intending 
emigrants is being continued in Poland. 

There was an increased activity also in the countries of immigration. 
In the Argertine three pew employment exchanges were opened in the 
big provincial towns of Rosario, Cordova and R'o Blanco. In the course 
of the first two months of their existence, these exchanges have provided 
employment for 110 persons. In Buenos Aires 319 persons registered 
during the first three months of the current year and 297 were provided 
with employment. Ia Brazil new committees have been established, in 
Santos and Porto Alegro, in addition to that in Rio de Janeiro. In Rio do 
Janeiro 441 persons registered in the last three months, and 105 immigrants 
have been provided with employment. In Uruguay 155 immigrants 
registered in the first two months of the current year. In South Africa 
169 persons passed in three months through the first labour bureau 
established in Johannesburg, and 32 obtained employment. : 

The meeting accepted a number of proposals submitted by Dr. Le 
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Bramson in a detailed report on South Africa as a country for Jewish 
immigration. 

Oa the motion of Dr. Edouard Oungre and Dr. James Simon, it was 
decided to express thanks for their active co-operation with Dr. bramson 
ov behalf of Jewish immigration, to Mr. Raphaely, President of the South 
Atrican Jewish Board of Deputies, Mr. Alexander and Mr. Kentridge, 
members of the South African Parliament, and to Messrs. Ovidov, 
London, and Percy Cohen. 

Mr. Israel Bernstein submitted a report on his mission of inspect.on 
in Roumania, and Mr. Dijur reported on his inspection tour in Danzig. 

It was reported that the Ica has taken steps to open emigration 
bnreaus in Soviet Russia in accordance with its recent agreement with 
the Soviet Government.

Foreign and Dominions News Items. 


THe full report of the investigations into the position of the religious 
minorities in Roumania of the American Committee on the Rights of 
Religious Minorities, a summary of which appeared in THE JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE of December 25rd, 1927, has now been published in America 
in book form by the Beacon Press. 


CAPTAIN WooLr BARNATO, the amateur racing motorist, broke all 
records when he won the twenty-four hour international endurarce con- 
test over an eleven-mile course near Paris last week. The average speed 
was 6094 miles per hour and the greatest speed attained was 107 miles per 
hour. 

Tub Presidium of the Central Executive Committee of the Far-Eastern 
Bovict Government has decided to extend the frontiers of the Bureya 
region in Siberia. which has been allocated for Jewish colonisation work, 
So the north across the railway line making a total area of 5,895,000 
hectares. Ihe new areas consist mostly of cedar forests l,ing on the 
river slopes. 640 Jewish settlers have arrived so far at Tichonkoye, the 
centre of the work. 


A NeW Yiddish weekly SiBen Toc ILLUsTRintT, has just appeared in 
Paris. it is edited by Mr. Viadimir Grossman, formerly editor of the 
HAILNT. 

THe Hungarian Ministry of the loterior has given its approval to the 
statutes of the so-called “status quo” Jewish Communities which com- 
prise the Jews who belong to neither_the Orthodox nor the Reform 
(Neolog) Jewish Communities which have hitherto alone enjoyed official 
recognition. The approval of the statutes gives official recognition to 
three divisions in Hungarian Jewry. 

THE Senate of the Hamburg Free City has rejected a resolution 
introduced by the Hitlerist Party for the prohibition of Shechita. 

THE Left Poale Zion Party has obtained a majority of the Jewish 
voters inthe Town Council elections which bave just been held at Brest- 
Litovsk and three representatives of the party have been retarned to the 
Council. The middle-class Jewish parties have returned two represent- 
atives and the Jewish Socialist Party Band and the Right Poale Zion 
have returned one representative each. 

THE Hungarian Pro-Palestine Organisation has held its first annual 
conference in Budapest, under the chairmanship of Councillor Karl Baracs 
ami Chief Rabbi Dr. Imanuel Loew. Councillor Baracs has been 
re-elected President, and the new Presidium includes Councillor Franz 
Szekely, Baron Adolf Kohner, President of the Hungarian Jewish 
Chancellery, Dr. Aladar Kaszab, President of the Budapest Jewish Com- 
munity, and Chief Rabbi Dr. Imannel Loew. 
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Palestine and the League of Nations. 


MEETING OF MANDATES COMMISSION. 


The Fermanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations 
devoted last Friday and Saturday to its examination of the Report 
of the British Government on the administration of Palestine and 
the Transjordan ip 1927. The examination was conducted in the presence 
of Colonel Symes, retiring Chief Secretary to the Palestine Government 
and Accredited Representative of the Mandatory Power, assisted by Mr. 
Lioyd of the British Colonial Office. 

Colonel Symes made a report on the principles of self-government 
which the British Government applied in the mandated territories. In 
spite of difficulties, he said, important progress had been made in develop. 
ing a civic spirit among the population of Palestine. The Government 
was preparing a number of reforms which would be of public benefit. 
These would be carefully tested before they werecarried into effect. The 
difficulties facing the Administration, Colonel Symes said, lay mostly in 
the fact that they had been required to put a small and poor country into 
a state to receive a large immigration. They had to have a modern 
system of administration which meant a heavy expenditure for security 
purposes to maintain public order. 

The Trea'y recently signed between Transjordan and the British 
Government was in conformity with the terms of the Mandate and the 
resoiution adopted by the Council of the League of Nations in 1922, which 
excluded Transjordan from the provisions of the Palestine Mandate pro- 
viding for the establishment of a Jewish National Home. 

‘eplying to questions, Colonel Symes said that the relations between 
the Jews and the Arabs in Palestine were improving, although they were 
not yet entirely satisfactory. Jewish immigration had decreased in the 
last few years in accordance with the capacity of the country to absorb 
immigration. A cadastral survey was being prepared. Questions were 
aiso asked concerning the conditions under which the Dead Sea Conces- 
sion was granted and regarding several other matters. 

Colonel Symes replied to a number of questions put by the members of 
the Commission on matters affecting the administration of Palestine. 

The Agudat Yisrael Organisation has requested the Mandates Com- 
mission to postpane the discussion on its petition on the Palestine Jewish 
Communities Ordinance till the next session, when additional material 
relevant to the grievances of the Agudah will be submitted. This request 
has been granted. 

For the first time, no petition has been submitted to the Commission 
by the Palestine Arab Executive. 


The Commission concluded its sittings on Monday. On Tuesday 
evening a dinner was given by Dr. Weizmann, the guests including Mr. 
Amery, Lord Robert Cecil, Sir Herbert Samuel, Sir Wyndham Deedes, 
Mr. Louis Marshall, Mr. Felix M. Warburg, Dr. Lee K. Franke), and Mr. 
N. Sokolow. Mr. Warburg has left for Paris, where he will inform Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild of the decisions that have been taken by the Com- 
mission and will ask for his co-operation.

APTER prolonged negotiations with the Moslem Nationalists, the 
Christian Arabs have decided to participate in the Palestine Arab Con- 
gress at Jernsa’em this week. 

A new Jewish colony covering an area of 4,000 dunams is to be cstab- 
lisbed at Abu Kishak, near the old Jewish colony of Petach Tikvah. 

On cy fifty four Jewish immigrants entered Palestine during the 
month of April. In March 200 Jewish immigrants entered Palestine, 
out of a total number of 299 immigrants. In February the number of 
Jewish immigrants was 170 and in January 176. 

A JEwish policeman named Safonov was shot dead by robbers last 
week near Petach Tikvah railway station. 

FOLLOWING a protest by the Moslem Supreme Council against the 
exhibition of illustrations from the Koran made by the Jewish artist 
Lifshitz, the Palestine Government has prohibited the exhibition which 
was opened last week. 

THe Department of Agriculture has reported the destruction of swarms 
of young locusts.in Palestine and Trans jordan, both of which countries 
are now certificd as being free from migratory locusts. The damage done 
by locusts is negligible, and the ficld companies have been demobilised. 

THr sam of £55,541 was received at the headquarters of the Keren 
Hayesod during the month of May. This is a higher amount than has 
been raised during any previous month of this year. 

A TEWARD of £200 is offered for the detection of the murderers of the 
two Arabs who were shot recently in Jerusalem. A Jew named Pinchas 
Heifetz was arrested on suspicion, but was subsequently released. Lord 
Piumer has issued strict instructions for the re-establishment of public 
security in the streets, and the police forceis to be considerably increased. 

ISRAEL COHEN, a Haifa railwayman, has been elected a delegate to 
the International Congress of Transport Workers, which is to be held 
shortiy in Stockholm. The Palestine Jewish General Labour Federation

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The following is an abstract of the thirty-eighth annual report of the 
Home and Hospital for Jewish Iacurables, South Tottenham : 


In presenting the report and statement of accounts, the Board of Manage- 
ment records its appreciation of the continuance of the generous support given 
to the Institution by its many friends. The income for the year ended 
December ist was £12,062 as against a total expenditure of £11,936. The Board 
has been able to sanction the expenditure of over £1,800 during the year for 
renovations and decorations to the Institution. The Aid Societies continue to 
collect Jarge sums for the Parent Institution, the North-West London raising 
£2,450, the East London £2,554, and the North London £500. The Brighton and 
Hove Aid Society also rendered valuable support. It is largely due to the work 
of the Aid Societies that the income of the Institution has exceeded the expendi- 
ture.

The Oscar Slater Appeal. 


CASE TO PROCEED, 

In our last issue it was announced that Oscar Slater had decided to 
withdraw his appeal, which had been fixed to come before the Scottish 
Criminal Appeal Court on Jaly 9th. On Thursday evening in last week, 
the following statement was issued by his solicitors in Edinburgh: 

“The Press is authorised to state that the appeal of Oscar Slater will 
proceed, that the letter to the Lord Justice-General was written because 
of the appeliant’s great anxiety to enter the witness box, and that his 
failure to do so would be misrepresented. The appellant has agreed to 
leave his case unreservedly in the hands of his legal advisers.” 

This statement was signed by Slater and witnessed by the Rev. E. P.

Alimony Appeal. its the Court of Apeeal. on Monday, the Master of 
the Rolls, and Lord Justices Scrutton, Lawrence, Greer, Sankey and 
Russell, considered whether a woman could, by the terms of a deed of 
separation, release her husband from the liability to be ordered upon 
subsequent divorce to pay her permanent maintenance at a rate higher 
than that agreed upon in the deed of separation. The question arose on 
two appeals, one of which was by Mr. M. P. HYMAN, who appealed 
against an order of Mr. Justice Hill, holding that Mrs. M. W. Hyman, who 
divorced bim in 1927, was entitled toan order for maintenance which 
might be more than the allowance to which she was entitled under the 
deed of separation. The Master of the Rolls said that Mr. Maurice Percy 
Hyman married May Hymanini1912. Seven years later a deed of separa- 
tion was entered into. By it the husband give the wife two lump 
sums and an allowance of £20 a’week. The wife covenanted not 
to sue for any allowance further than that provided by the decd. 
She, however, subsequently divorced her husband. The wife insti- 
tuted proceedings for alimony in defiance of a covenant not to ask 
for maintenance otherwise than that provided by the deeW of separa- 
tion. The question was: Did such a covenant bind an ifnocent wife 
where the marriage was subsequently dissolved on the ground of the 
husband's adultery? A wife who received adivorce was entitied to have 
her alimony determined by the Court, which could take into consideration 
pot merely the means of the parties. but their conduct. The appeal 
should in his opinion be dismissed. Lord Justice Lawrence disseuted

Claim for Damag?s.—DBefore Mr. Justice Hawke, in the King’s 
Bench Division, Mr. Michacl Harris, of Great Alie Street, Aldgate, 
claimed damages for personal injuries against Mr. Epwarpb ELLIs, a scrap 
metal dealer, of Finchley Road, Hampstead. It was stated that a lorry 
which Mr. Harris was driving was loaded with cinema scrap mater:-al. 
While passing through Acton the films burst into flames, with the result 
that Mr. Harris was badly burned. His case was that he was not aware 
of the dangerous nature of the material in the lorry, while Mr. Ellis, the 
owner ofthe goods, contended that Harris had been daly warned. Tho 
jary awarded Mr. Ia:ris £500 damages, and judgment was entered 
accordingly, with costs. 

Debts with Moneylenders.-—A mecting of creditors, of His 
Honour Judge Henry Staveley Staveley-Hiil, described as of 94, 
Pall Mall, 8.W., was held at Bankruptey B ildings. The receiving 
order was made oa May 17th on the petition of Messrs. Samuel and 
Freedman, moneylend:rs, who tendered a proof of debt for £274. Mr. 
D. Williams, Official Recciver, reported that the debtor had submitted 
accounts showing liabilities £13,450 to rank against: assets valued at 
£1,062. He hal incurred liabilities of such magnitude that he had to 
obtain loans from professional moneylenders. Mr. Ernest Simmons, On 
behalf of the debtor, asked for an adjournment of the meetin: fora 
month with a view to submitting a scheme of arrangement which 
would be satisfactory to the creditors. The application was supported 
by the assembled credito:s, and the meeting was adjourned till July 13th. 

Matrimonial Dispute.—At Southport, on Monday, REBECCA SAFFMAN, 
of Hart Street, Southport, formerly of Glasgow, summoned her husband, 
Moscs F. Saffman, a master tailor, and asked for a separation order 
against him on the ground of neglect. Mr. R. W. Brighouse, for the 
wife, said that the parties were married in October last, and within the 
first tnree months, the wife alleged, her husband borrowed from her 
sums amounting to £265. When she called a halt he was never satisfied. 
He treated her abominably, and was at her all day trying to get money 
out of her. He said he was not going to keep any man's daughter 
for nothing. Correspondence was read, in Which reference was made to 
a marriage dowry, M~. Brighouse observing that the contention of the 
defence was that the wife had agreed to pay her husband £859, and that 
she had not fulfilled her bargain. It was farther stated that he had told 
his wife that the profits from his business amounted to from £12 to £l4a 
week. In-cross-examination Mrs. Saffman a !mitted that she gave her age 
as twenty-five on the marriage certificate, whereas it was thirty-five. She 
did this because her husband told her to say she was twenty five “to let 
the world know he had married a young girl.” She admitted that she 
still had over £40) in the bank. For the husband it was submitted that 
it was because his wife fixed her age at ten years younger than she really 
was that he married her. It was arranged that the wife should give him 
a sum of mosey considerably in excess of the amount that had already 
been paid, in order that he might use it in the business. The money he 
had received had been spent partly on his wife, partly on the business, 
and partly on furnishing the house. In cross-examination Saffman said 
it was the custom in the Jewish Community for a bride to bring her 
husband a dowry. A separation order was granted by the Magistrate, 
Saffman being ordered to pay his wife 30s. a week. 


Compensation Claim.—-At the Whitechapel County Court Louis 
HENNINGS (an infant suing by his mother Jennie Hennings, a widow, 
both of 18, Pedley Street, L.), claimed compensation from Messrs. 
S Zimmerman and Son, of 228, Cable Street, E., rag and metal merchants, 
in respect of an injury sustained as a resultofanaccident. The applicant 
was employed by the respondents as a clerk and handyman, and on 
January 4, 1927, he was cranking-up a motor lorry when the engine back- 
fired, causing an injury to an arm. His average weekly earnings for a 
period of three months before the accident were £1, and be was employed 
by the respondents after the accident until July, 1927, when they dis- 
charged him as“ useless.” From July, 1927, to April 2nd, 1928, he received 
1#s. 9d. per week, but the respondents now asked for a reduction of the 
weekly compensation as the applicant’s disability was now much less. 


After hearing the medical evidence, Judge Cluer awarded compensation 
at the rate of l4s. per week. 


An Old Deportation Order.—At the Marylebone Police Court on 
Monday, BARBARA JACKSON-LANG, a native of Germany, formerly Betty 
Isaacs, of 171, Maida Vale, was charged with being found in this country 
a week ago, in contravention of a deportation order of May 3rd, 1916. 
Mr. E. B. Knight, for the Commissioner of Police, said that the accused 
was deported in 1916, under an order of the Secretary of State, after 
being fined for failing to register as an alien. That order was not 
restricted to any period of time, so that, so long as it remained in force, 
she had to remain out of the United Kingdom. In 1920, however, she 
was married in this country to Mr. Jackson-Lang, an Englishman (who, 
it was stated, hal deserted her), and as aresult of recent inquiries by 
Scotland Yard she was found to be living at Maida Vale and was arrested 
for the present offence. Mr. Hardy, who defended, said the German 
Government took the view that, in the evert of a deported woman 
returning to England during the period of the order and marrying in this 
country, she was deemed to be a British subject and would not be 
allowed to enter Germany. Mr. Bingley, the Magistrate, fined the 
woman 40s. and advised her to apply to the Home Office to have the 
deportation order rescinded, as he was given to understand, he said, that 
if the Home Office chose to enforce it they could. 


Sunday Street Trading.—A test case affecting about 200 street- 
traders who have held a Sunday market in Seven Dials for many years, 
was brought by the Holborn Borough Council on Monday last, at the 
Bow Street Police Court. NAPTHALI ROSENBLOOM, of Lincoln Street, Bow, 
was summoned for exposing for sale ladies’ jumpers and hosiery on @ 
stall in Tower Street on Sundays without a licence from the Council. The 
prosecution is the outcome of a long drawn-out battle between the 
Borough Council and a small army of street traders, Mr, H, Hawkes 
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represented the Council, and consented to an adjournment for the case 
to be legally argued. 


Claim Against Hairdresser.—On Tuesday, at the Shoreditch County 
Court, judgment for £35 with costs was given for Mr. John C loherty, of 
Vitfield Street, Hoxton, in a claim against Mr. SYDNEY FRANKEL. a hair- 
dresser, of Pitfleld Street, Hoxton, for damages for personal injuries 
caused by a razor cut. Mr. Cloherty said that when he was shaved by 
an assistant at Mr. Frankel’s shop on December 19th, a gash was made 
on his throat with the razor, with the result that an abscess formed. 
Two operations were performed at St. Bartholomew's Hospital, an! Mr. 
Cloherty was ill for eleven weeks. Judge Cluer, in giving judgment, said 
that it was clear that Mr. Frankel’s shop was perfectly clean and well 
conducted, and he would not object to being shaved there. The cut was 
accidental and reflected no discredit on the shop. 


Burglary Charge.—Last week, at the Marylebone Police Court, 
Hyman Robert Barnovitch, a tailor, described as of Russian nationality, 
living at St John’s Road, Hoxton, was charged with burglariously break- 
ing and entering 9, Craven Hill, Paddington, and stealing silver to the 
value of £36 belonging to Mr. Harvey Forshaw Plant, a solicitor; 
receiving £758 worth of that property, well knowing it to have been stolen 
stealing and receiving property to the value of £14 15s. 6d. from an 
unattended car at Westbourne Street, belonging to Mr. C. E. St. John 
Evers, of Oxford Gardens ; breaking and entering a flat at 19, Beaufort 
Gardens, Brompton Road and stealing property to the value of £92 
belonging to Margaret Paddon, and with feloniously receiving part of the 
property to the value of £66. A taxi-driver said that at two a.m. on May 
30th he was in Craven Hill Gardens, when the accused, who looked bulky 
and carried a suit-case, hailed him and ordered him to drive to Hoxton. 
Afterwards witness examined the cab and found a whole cigar and some 
broken pieces of cigar on the floor of the cab. He informed the police. 
Det.-Sgt. Bell said that he went to the accused's address and told him 
that a quantity of property, including some stolen silver from 9, Craven 
Hill, had been produced by the Secretary of the “ Liberal” Jewish Syna- 
gogue, St. John’s Wood Road, and traced to his (the accused's) possession. 
The accused replied that he found the silver ina garden. Mrs. Nathan, 
wife of the caretaker of the Synagogue, said that the accused left the 
4property in her keeping early on June Ist. He promised to ca)! for 
it the same evening. The magistrate committed the accused for trial. 
Barnovitch was brought up at the London Sessions on Wednesday in 
connection with the charge. Dr. Watson, Medical Officer of Brixton 
Prison, said of the accused: “He has’ the most extraordinary ideas, he 
thinks he has supernatural powers, and among other things that he can 
make an old man young simply by exercising his will-power. He thinks 
that he has direct or special communication with the Deity, and declares 
that he has frequently made prophecies which have come true.” Sir 
Robert Wallace, K.C., the chairman, passed a nominal sentence of 
fourteen days’ imprisonment to enable the authorities to take action in 
connection with Barnovitch's detention as an insane person. 


Alleged Gaming House.—Last weck the police raided a billiard hall 
and social club in Kentish Town Road, and arrested thirty-one men 
on a charge of being found on premises alleged to be a gaming house. 
They were subsequently brought before Mr. Bingley, at the Marylebone 
Police Court. Three of them, David Davis, 46, club secretary, of 
Mornington Road, Camden Town; Nathan Jowett, 32, manager and 
trustee, of Bedford Street, E.; and Harry Jacobs, 23, steward, of Pratt 
Street, Somers Town, were also charged with keeping, managing, and 
conducting a gaming house. Superintendent Concannon said he under- 
stood that the three principals wished to be remanded in order that the; 
might be legally represented. The magistrate accordingly remanded tho 
principals without any evidence being given, allowing bail in each instance 
in £50. 


Margate “Fiying-Boat” Fatality.—On Monday, an inquest was held 
at Margate concerning the deaths of three men and a boy who were 
killed as the result of an acc:dent to a “Flying-boat” in Dreamland 
Amusement Park on Saturday. thilip Finkelstein, twenty years of age, 
of Commercial Road, London, was among the killed. After evidence had 
been given by Mr. Fritz C. W. Schmidt, the owner of the “ Flying-boat,” 
the jury found that the four persons lost their lives by misadventure by 
being throwa from the “Flying-boat” in consequence of a mechanical 
defect.

Investments and Securities. 


By OUR CITY EDITOR. 


The boom in industrials is now definitely at an end. The break 
was largely due to liquidation from Wall Street and from the 
principal continental centres. Booming market conditions had 
been experienced in so many important centres at one and the 
same time that not a single market was in the position to support 
the other when adverse conditions set in. There is much on. which 
we can congratulate ourselves in the manner in which the boom 
has ended. A readjustment of values is in progress, but there is an 
entire absence of panic, a feature which has been associated with 
the break of many booms inthe past. Market dealers have been 
lowering quotations. The sellers have appeared in quite large 
numbers, but there was no throwing over of stock in large quanti- 
ties, so that offerings were in the main well absorbed. This state of 
affairs was largely due to the banks, and to stockbrokers who for 
weeks past had been endeavouring to reduce speculative commit- 


ments on the part of their clhents. This had been accomplished to 


a considerable extent, so that selling or profit-taking was distributed 
over a fairly lengthy period. 


For Investment. 


At the moment considerable support is afforded the market for gilt 
edged securities. This is due to the favourable monetary position and 
the receipt of large amounts of bar gold at the Bank of England. The 
investment buying is gradually spreading to other investment securities. 
Industrial preference shares are well supported. Many such issues can 
be acquired to-day to give a very satisfictory return on the money. A 
probability exists that within a comparatively short time preference 
shares, which are now standing around their par value, will command 
saves shillings premium. Among securities which may be mentioned 
as snitable for the employment of capital are Cakebread Robey and 
Company 74 per cent.

In addition to the foregoing handicap, under which we suffer, we have to pay 
down on the nati for duty on all our spirits from bond; and, of course, have, on 
the other hand, to give considerable credit before recovering our money on the 
sales effected 

In regard to this, I should like to add that, ao long as the pr: sent daty 
remains in force, the Chancellor of the Exchequer is going to encourage the 
consumption of cheap wines, etc., and other manufactured articles. The 
present Government is entering upon the last year of its tenure of office, and [| 
venture to sucgest that notriog would be more ypular in this country than a 
reduction of the price of whisky and gin and other spirits. 

It would be idle to think that any words of mine would have any effect with 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, but speaking, if I may, on behalf of the 
trade generally, [do trast he will give our industry fair and just consideration 
in his next Budget 

[n reference to this, I have no doubt you have all noticed in the papers not 
long ago the splendid efforts the Distillers’ Co., Ltd., made by a stupendous 
alivertising campaign to drawthe Chancellor of the Exchequer’s notice to 
our grievances. [need hardly say that their action in the matter has been 
greativy appreciated by oureelves and other members of the trade.

character. John Gielgnd made of Slovak always a pitiful, sometimes a 
contemptible creature, one helpless in the grip of bewilderingly strange 
and uncombatable circumstances; but he hardly madea Jew of him, save 
in a few dramatic lines towards the end of the play.

Oa the other hand, the author 
had made of Myra Fiint a much more positive character, drawing her 
with much sympathy and insight; and Gwen Ffrangcon Davies brought 
out all the innate tenderness that in Myra had to break throngh the 
narrow and twisted mind which her New England upbringing had con- 
ferred on her. Her renunciation of Jacob rang much more true than 
Jacob's renunciation of her. In general the play suffered from artificial 
passions artificially held in restraint, an absence of spontaneity in the 
expression of rac'al hatred, and in particular from an inability on the 
author's part to capture the overwhelming, frenetic, and quite distinctive 
hysteria of anti-Semitism. Asan attempt to write a play on the theme of 
general racial antagonism it was comparatively good; as a study of anti- 
Semitism it was a failure H.C.S. 


“TELL ME THE TRUTH” (AMBASSADORS). 


To bring the heavy guns of criticism to bear on so pleasant a trifle as 
“Tell Me the Truth,” produced at the Ambassadors this week, would be 
ridiculous. It is a farce of farces; it observes no canon of the drama and 
hardly any stage conventions other than those typical offarce. Criticism 
is disarmed by the author's description of hig play as “a piece of tom. 
foolery.” For temfoolery there is only one test of merit—is it amusing” 
“Tell Me the Truth” is undeniably amusing; it makes you laugh, and 
Mugh of the credit, however, is due to the 
cast. Iris Hoey, Hugh Dempster, Morton Selten and Clare Greet rattle 
through the evening with all imaginable, high spirits ; and the audience 
Jeave the Ambassadors in a similar mood.

“THIS FREEDOM.” 


THE SUBJECT UNDER Discussion: The debate was opened by 
Harry Joseph, who suggested that, from the Jewish point of view, our 
people have derived no advantages from emancipation, that ever since 
there has been a degeneration in Jewish observance, a weakening of 
Jewish tradition, a growth of apostasy and intermarriage. He dis- 
cerned an association between emancipation and these phenomena i 
the fact that they are more rife in the countries of the West, where 
Jews have most freedom, and are less pronounced in those countries 
where Jews sti!l suffer from various disabilities. 

Leonard Lyons, of Brockley, writes: “ There is no @ priori reason 
to suppose that the Jews are in any way different from the other 
races ofthe world. Tserefore.if the l-nglish ean lead moral and religious 
lives Why canaot we, given the same freedom ? Yet we have con- 
fronting us ‘a degenera'ion in Jewish observance, @ weakening of 
Jewish tradition, a growth of apostasy.’ Assuming we are not 


different from other races, I am f rced to conclude that it is the 
religion that is at fault. 


A ‘GHETTO RELIGION.’ 


“ Once this is realised it is easy to see that the fault lies in that 
our religion—as we have it to-day is the religon of the ghetto, and 
very naturally fails to appeal to the children of freedom. In the 
ghetto our forefathers were stunted, not only physically but also 
morally, so that ideas like ‘What doth the Lord require of thee, but to 
do justly, and to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?’
